One of th e reasons wh y civil service costs 
th e tax payers more money th an th e present 
system is th at under civil service invariably 
no one is willing to go th rough th e long, 
drilling figh t of attempting to prove th at an 
employe is inefficient. 
Even th e ch ief of 
police, if h e well knows th at th e service is 
not up to par and th at additional h elp is 
th erefore needed to perform a given service 
and th us increase th e tax burden, is seldom 
willing to attempt to prove incompetency. 
For th is reason, under civil service, prac­ 
tically everyone knows th at many people 
continue drawing th eir salaries and not giv­ 
ing value received. 
Th is in reality is raising th e cost of gov­ 
ernment because th e citizens do not get th e 
service for wh ich th ey are paving wh en th is 
condition exists. 
Th e ch ief, or wh oever is responsible for 
th e service, after h e h as made one or two at­ 
tempts to improve th e service by demotion 
or promotion and is not able to do so because 
it is difficult, and sometimes impossible, to 
absolutely prove th e facts wh ich h e h as gives 
up in despair.
